WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
The Senate Military Committee to- 
day approved a soldiers’ allotment 
and allowance bill authorizing the 
Selective Service. system and local 


| boards to classify men with wives 


and children into categories to de- 
termine the order of calling them 
for army duty. 

The bill, different from one al- 
ready approved by the House 
Military Committee and awaiting 


passage of the new Army pay bill 
before it is taken up, also provides 
for deduction of $22 monthly from 
the enlisted man’s pay, with the 
Government matching this with a 
$28 contribution to provide his wife 
with $50 for living expenses. The 
Government would pay $12 a 
month toward support of one child 
and $10 monthly for each addi- 
tional child. 

The committee also approved a 
new provision making war risk in- 
surance compulsory so that all 
men in the armed services would 
be required to’ have $10,000 of gov- 
ernment insurance. 

The service man would pay 35 
cents a month per $1000 for the 
insurance and the Government the 
rest of the premium. For $10,000 
this would amount to about $3.50 
for the service man and sbout 
$3 for the Government... 

- Dependency Classification, 
Under the permissive dependency 
section the Selective Service Sys- 
tem would still consider dependen- 
cy as a reason for deferment, but 
it could set up general classifica- 
tions based on family relationship 
and economic dependency. —

“For example, it may be deemed 
advisable at that time to take sub- 
stantially all men with wives but 
no children, before taking any of 
the men with wives and children, 
or children only.

Soviets Strike From Bol-

MOSCOW, May 26 (AP).—The 
Red Army fought its way forward 
again from newly established posi- 
tions on the Kharkov front today, 
proceeding in a series of lunges 
through German fortifications, and 
appeared to be firmly holding the 
initiative elsewhere as the Ukrain- 
ian offensive entered its third 
week. 

In the Izyum-Barvenkova sector 


to the south, Marshal Semyon 
Timoshenko’s forces were reported 
to have beaten back a violent Ger- 
man assault led by 150 tanks. 
“Repulsing attacks of German 
Fascist troops in the Izyum-Bar- 
venkova direction, our troops are 
inflicting héavy losses on enemy 
tank units,” the Soviet Informa- 
tion Bureau announced. 

The bureau also reported the 
consolidation of positions in the 
Kharkov ‘area to hold earlier gains.

CHUNGKING, May 26 (AP).— 
The Japanese have lost 3000 men 


to. storm the Chekiang provisional 
capital Kinhwa, from three sides, 
the Chinese announced tonight, but 
a spokesman said “the situation is 


still very grave and the coming 
week will witness even fiercer bat- 
tles.” 

He said that as of last night the 
Chinese still held Kinwha and had 
routed with heavy casualties a Jap- 
anese force that attacked from 
Wulipao, two miles south of Kin- 
hwa. 

Chinese machine-gunners met 
the attacking force, estimated at 
10,000 men, at the walls of the 
city and forced the Japanese to 
fall back, a Central News Agency 
dispatch said. 

“We are entering what may turn 
out to be the toughest battles this 
summer in. Asia,” the Chinese 
spokesman said. 

“Our most urgent needs at this 
moment are air force and trans- 
portation, but it is hoped that our 
troops on the various fronts soon 
will be.spared the pangs of battling 
against unequal odds without air 

protection and that new ways of 
transportation will be established 
speedily.” 

He did not elaborate except to 
remark that the strengthening of 
India’s defenses would be “valu- 
able in maintaining our communi- 
cations with our allies.” 

Attack From. Wulipao. 

The Japanese assault on Kinhwa 
was launched from Wulipao, two 
miles from Kinhwa’s southern 
walls, by one of the four Japan- 
ese columns pressing on the city, 
the spokesman said. 

The entire Japanese force around 
Kinhwa was estimated at 100,000. 
Repulse of the 10,000 who took part 
in the first direct assault on Kinh- 
wa was called “the first major 
Chinese victory since the start of 
the fighting” in Chekiang. 

The Japanese, converging on 
Kiniwa in a powerful squeeze, 
were said to be stopped along an 
arc seven to eight miles north of 
the. city, although only two miles 
from its walls on the south.

Railroad Agent Pleads 
Guilty 3 Hours After 
Signing Second Confes- 
sion on East Side. 


Less than 24 hours after his ar- 
rest, Felix Robertson, special 
agent in East St. Louis for the 
New York Central Railroad, was 
sentenced to 60 years in the Illi- 
nois State Penitentiary today on a 
plea: of guilty of the murder of 
James B. Clark, railroad mainten- 


ance man. Clark was shot May 5 
in the cab of a locomotive in the 
yards at National City. 

Sentence was passed by Circuit 
Judge Alfred D. Riess. at Belle- 
ville less than three hours. after 
Robertson wrote in his own hand- 
writing a statement giving rob- 
bery as the motive for the killing: 
He repudiated an earlier statement 
that he shot the 64-year-old Clark 
because “he was chosing my wife.” 

Robertson, who is 46° years old, 
insisted on pleading guilty at once, 
and Chief. Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney R. V. Gustin asked the Court 
to impose the death penalty. Paul 
Wagn attorney appointed -for 
Robe by the Court, asked a 
lighter sentence,. contending the 
crime was not committeed with 
malice aforethought. _. 

Indicted Hour Earlier. 

The St. Clair County grand jury 
indicted Robertson for murder an 
hour before he entered his plea. 

The. latest confession of Robert- 
son. stated that he was heavily in 
debt from gambling, and had heard 
that Clark, whom he did not know 
personally, often carried a large 
amount of money in his pockets. 
He said he saw Clark working in 
an engine cab, and resolved to rob 
him, 

Robertson related that he told 
Clark, “This is a holdup.” The 
older man attempted to grab Rob- 
ertson’s: pistol, which was dis- 
charged, the statement said; and 
the bullet struck Clark. Robertson 
said he fired another: shot into 
Clark’s body, and ran without at- 
tempting to get Clark’s money. 

He said he first claimed Clark 
was “chasing” Mrs. Robertson, “be- 
cause I thought that would make 
it easier on me.” 

Clark, who lived at 8804 Church 
lane, East St. Louis, was employed 
as a hostler by the East St. Louis 
Junction Railroad. His body was 
found in a squatting position in an 
engine cab, where he had been

cause of Physical De- 
fects Already Have 
Been Drafted. 


About 7000 draft registrants of 
St. Louis and St. Louis. County, 
who had been placed in Class 1B 


or 4F because of partial or total 


physical disabilities, have been put 
into Class 1A as a result of the re- 
examination of the two deferred 
classes. : 

Many of these men have been 
included in recent quotas sent to 
Jefferson Barracks by the local 
boards, and about 60 per cent have 
passed the Army physical exami- 
nation and been inducted, Those 
who fail to pass the examination 
are put back in a deferred classi- 
fication. 

When the Army’s physical quali- 
fications, which had been rigid be- 
fore the outbreak of war, were 
lowered last January, boards were 
ordered to recheck the men who 
had been deferred because of 
faulty eyesight or faulty teeth. 

These men, along with other 
borderline cases, were sent to draft 
board examining physicians for a 
“rough screening” examination. 
Unless they had apparent physical 
defects which would cause their 
rejection, they were placed in 1A, 
subject to Army examination. 

In many’ instances, quotas sup- 
plied by city and county boards in 
recent weeks have consisted en- 
tirely of men formerly in Class 1B 
jor 4F. 

Men remaining in Class 1B are 
not subject to conscription under 
present regulations, but it was an- 
nounced last week that they could 
volunteer for limited military serv- 
ice. The first volunteers from this 
group will be inducted next month, 
Col. Claude C. Earp, State draft 
director, told the Post-Dispatch to- 
day. 

After boards have completed the 
classification of men 20 through 
44 years of age, who registered in 
February, they will begin reclassi- 
fying men in the first and second 
registrations who are in Class 3A, 
deferred because of dependents. 

Men in this group whose wives 
are not actually dependent on them 
financially will be reclassified into 


About 1100 of these registrants 
in St. Louis and St. Louis County 
already have been moved from 
Class 3A into 1A, a survey of rep- 
resentative draft boards indicated 
today. Most of these changes, 
however, resulted from divorces, 
complaints of non-support, or re- 
quests .or reclassification by the 
registrants themselves.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
The price of fall styles of women’s 
and children’s outer garments was 
frozen today by the Office of Price 
Administration at the level of 1941 
fall prices. | 

Manufacturers, retailers and 
wholesalers were forbidden to 
change more for 1942 fall styles 
of women’s and children’s coats, 
suits and dresses than they 
charged last fall for similar ma- 
terial and workmanship. They also 
were forbidden to add any lines 
of garments selling at higher 
prices than they handled for the 
fall season of 1941. 

Savings in cloth effected by re- 
cent War Production Board orders 
will help manufacturers absorb 
increased costs of labor and ‘ma- 
terials and “still supply the con- 
sumer with a fully comparable 
garment at last year’s price,” 
Price Administrator Leon Hender- 
son said. ~ 

Such savings are estimated at 5 
to 15 per cent of the cloth going 
into each garment. 

In stimpulating that the manu- 
facturer must put equal quality 


into the garment, Henderson em- 
phasized that this did not mean 
‘that a manufacturer would be 
complying “merely by putting an 
equivalent dollar cost of labor, 
materials and trimmings” into the 
garment, — 

“If the manufacturers were per- 
mitted to sell fall garfments on 
this basis, it is obvious that de- 
terioration of quality and work- 
manship to the consumer would 
result, and the p 
general maximum pri 
tions would be defeated,” Hender- 
son said, 

The garments covered by the 
regulation include coats, suits, sep- 
arate jackets and skirts, dresses, 
blouses, snow suits, legging sets 
and separate leggings. The order 
is effective next Friday. 

A new WPB order set maximum 
measurements for women’s and 
children’s robes, housecoats, negli- 
gees, lounging pajamas and beach 
coats at less than is now custo- 
mary, especially in sleeves. Use of 
wool in such garments, except that 
presently in the hands of manu- 
facturers, is forbidden, The order 
is effective tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
Legislation to subject labor unions 
to prosecution under the anti- 
racketeering laws and set up stiff 
penalties for interference with 
movement of commerce was ap 
proved today by the House Judick 
ary Committee. 

While the measure, approved 
a 9 to 3 vote, does not specifically 
mention labor unions, Representa- 
tive Hobbs (Dem.), Alabama, its 
author and a member of the com 
mittee, asserted: 

“As I have said before, the bill 
is founded on the bedrock prin- 
ciple that highway robbery is high- 
way robbery, whether the perpe- 
trator holds a union card or not.” 

He said the measure was de 
signed to “repeal” a recent Su- 
preme Court decision, growing out 
of a New York trucking case, that 
labor unions were outside the 
jurisdiction of the anti-racketeer- 
ing laws. 

The bill would define extortion 
as “the obtaining of property from 
another, with his consent, induced 
by wrongful use of actual or 
threatened force, violence, or fear, 
or under color of official right.” 

The measure included a clause 
declaring: “Whoever in any way 
or degree obstructs, delays or ef- 
fects commerce, or the movement 
of any articles or commodity in 
commerce, by robbery, shall be 
guilty of a felony.” 

It was amended so as to estab- 
lish penalties at a maximum of 
10 years’ imprisonment and a $10, 
000 fine. Hobbs had proposed a 
maximum .of 20 years.

_An attempt to determine what 
the war is doing to the training 
in religious principles of American 
children and youth will be made 
by about 100 educational leaders 
of the Episcopal Church, who 
opened a four-day meeting today 
at Bishop Tuttle Memorial. | 

The meeting, known as the ‘Na- 
tional Council Conference, is be- 
lieved by its sponsors to be the 
first attempt by a Christian body 
to attempt on a nation-wide scale 
to face frankly wartime problems 
of Christian education and to seek 
solutions for them, 

Among the problems to be con- 
sidered are the departure of hun- 


dreds of teachers in church schools 
for service in the armed forces; 
the calling of clergy to be chap- 
lains in the Army and Navy, re- 
sulting in a serious shortage of 
ministers; difficulty in attending 
church schools and services be- 
cause of gasoline and rubber short- 
ages, migrations of people to war 
industrial areas, and the develop- 
ment of unChristian attitudes ‘such 
as hatred, revenge, and aggres- 
sion, 

- The Rev. Dr. D. A, McGregor 
of New York, executive of the 
Episcopal Church’s national edu- 
cational work, is in charge of the 
conference.

HERSHEY AGAINST 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass. May 26 
(AP). — Maj. Gen. Lewis B. 
Hershey, director of selective serv- 
ice, said ‘last night selectees with 
“genuine dependency” would be 
reasonably safe from draft call “for 
1942 anyway.” 

“The selective service is inter- 
ested in maintaining the home, es- 
pecially the home engaged in the 
nurturing of little children . . . and 
we want to avoid jeopardizing the 
genuine American family that is 
the basis of Américan citizenship,” 
he told members of the Harvard 
Forum and a Nieman Journalism 
Foundation institute on war prob- 
lems.

WPB TO ROUTE METALS 
DIRECT TO WAR PLANTS 


Critical Minerals to Be Earmarked 
From Mine to Bomber to 
Plug Leaks. 


WASHINGTON, May 26 (AP).— 
Under a revised allocation system 
shortly to be instituted, the War 
Production Board will earmark 
critical metals for war and other 
essential uses from the mine to the 
completed bomber or warship. 

The plan, intended to accelerate 
sharply the existing trend away 
from the over-burdened priority 
system and toward all-out alloca- 
tion, may apply to other materials 
and products besides metals, it was 
indicated. 

Like previous moves of similar 
but less sweeping nature, it is de- 
signed to plug bad leaks of critical 
materials into non-essential uses 
and to halt the “bootlegging” of 
scarce supplies. 

By requiring that each purchase 
order carry a code symbol indicat- 
ing the “end use” of the product, 
and by. carrying this symbol 
through each supplier and each 
stage of processing back to the 
original source, WPB hopes to keep 
tab on every ton of critical meta]

‘The only is- 
sue is whether, by failure to face 
now the fact that rubber may not 
be available at all in anything like 
the quantity demanded if the syn- 
thetic rubber is not obtained on 
schedule, the Army and Navy may 
find themselves without rubber at 
some future time.” 

Military specifications might be 
too high in view of the concededly 
short life of some equipment, the 
committee said, noting that “the 
English have not used any quanti- 
ties of rubber comparable to those 
our Army is now seeking.”

Pistol, Cartridges and

er the shooting, got a job in a 
shoe f , and lived at 1947 Ho- 
diamont avenue. He became ac- 
quainted with a young woman who 
worked in a nearby factory, and, 
early Sunday, as they e return- 
ing from a dance, asked her to 
marry him. She told him she was 
too young to marry. 


“I don’t blame you for not want- 
ing to marry someone+like me,” 
McConville said he told her. “I 
have Killed a man, but I am going 
now and confess it.”

Not the least fascinating item 
of the Buffalo visit was a breakfast 
talk given by Byron Glover, a test 
pilot for Curtiss-Wright, who was 
sent to Burma last year to unload 
and service Tomahawk planes and 
build airfields for the American 
voluntary group of pilots lent to 
China. They were former Army 
and Navy flyers. He declared the 
Japanese Zero fighter to be a copy 
of a 1934 ancestor of the P-40 se- 
ries, known as the P-36. 

The Zero, he said, was a faster 
climber than the Tomahawk and 
more agile in maneuver, but it was 
totally without armor. The Toma- 
hawk was well armored, and had a 
superior speed which enabled it to 
choose or reject battle except on 


{favorable terms. To these circum- 


stances Glover attributed a con- 
siderable part in the fabulous vic- 
tories won by the “Flying Tigers” 
over great odds until the impos- 
sibility of obtaining replacements 
of parts and planes drove them 
from the air. 


Foe a Skilled Flver. 

“Don’t underestimate the Japa- 
nese pilot,” Glover declared. “He is 
a skilled flyer and expert gunner. 
There was one who went into a 
barrel roll and kept on firing. The 
bullets came right in, too. It takes 
an ace to maneuver his ship and 
fire accurately at the same time.” 

The Japanese had economized on 
metal, Glover continued, with the 
result that sides of their planes 
were soon as thin as paper. One 
burst was generally enough to 
bring them down, he said, while P- 
40 Tomahawks, ‘filled with holes 
like sieves” from as many as 150 
bullets often reached earth safely, 
were patched up and flew again 
after a few days. 

The weakness of Japanese planes, 
Glover went on, made fighting 
them “like shooting fish in a 
barrel.” American losses were one 
to three or even one to six. He 
calculated that in all a few score 
American craft disposed of 500 Jap- 
anese planes. He told of one 
American pilot who deliberately 
rammed a Japanese bomber. The 
bomber broke into pieces, but the 
P-40, having lost four feet off one 
wing, landed and was repaired and 
flying again in a couple of days. 

He told of five or six American 
pilots who went out looking for 
trouble, found 20 Japanese planes 
waiting for them, shot down eight 
and got home without a scratch. 
According to Glover, who has ex- 
amined many Japanese planes shot 
down, lack of materials had com- 
pelled their makers to install sup- 
posed self-sealing gasoline tanks 
made of plastics and kapok.

NEW DELHI, May 26 (AP). 
WENTY-SIX . foot- weary 
American doctors, civilians 
and military men. who 
marched out of Burma with Lieut. 
Gen. Joseph H, Stilwell ‘proved 
that tastes can differ even when 
your diet is mostly rice. ‘ 

For 140 miles these Americans, 
part of a polyglot group of 104|*° 
emerging from Burma, legged it 
up hill and down jungle. dale, 
through steaming rivers and 
among head-hunting Burmese to 
reach India. 

Most of the time they were just 
a couple of jumps ahead of the 
Japanese. They rode trucks, rafts 
and jeeps for the first several hun-} 
dred miles—until they had to 
abandon mechanical transport and 
start hiking. 

Today, refreshed by sleep, they 
were scattering throughout India 
to eat and rest and take up again 
the fighting jobs that brought 
them to the Orient. Stilwell him-. 
self is impatient to get back and 
drive the Japanese out of Burma. 


Two Groups for Meals 

Lieut.-Col. Frank Dorn of San 
Francisco, Stilwell’s aid, who was 
the hikers’ mess officer, fed the 
party of assorted nationalities. 
Besides the Americans and 19 Bur- 
mese nurses, there were English- 
men, Indians, Chinese and various 
racial intermixtures in the group. 

“We divided into two groups 
very nicely,” said Dorn. “One 
group of about 40, inclading the 
Burmese nurses, liked food highly 
spiced. Their food was cooked 
separately. Another group of 
about 60, including most of the 
Americans, didn’t like so much 
spice so we had our food cooked 
without it. 

“We often had to cut down on 
meats or make what we had 
istretch out but we always had as 
much rice as we needed. 

“One day, after the group re- 
ceived a supply of food from an 
English party meeting us from 
India, we decided to cook a meal 
without rice. 

“It was a good meal because a 
young English civil, servant named 


ID. A, Sharp brougth us a whole 


string of supplies. But you should 
have heard the complaints because 
there was no rice. 

“We served rice every day after 


that, even though it was about all 


we had had to. eat in many days.” 

Dorn’s job also was to buy chick- 
ens and other supplies from the 
—— Once they had the luck 

get two pigs and once the bad 
luck not to get a cow. 

“We tried to set the natives to 
sell us a cow,” he rela “but 
they. refused.‘ They were Bud- 
dhists and wouldn’t kill the ani- 
mal. 

“They finally agreed to catch a 
cow for us. Then we could kill it 
and give them a present and ev- 
erything’ would be all right. They 
caught the cow, but before we ar- 
rived to claim her they got tired 
of the whole business and turned 
her loose. 

“We had rice for dinner.”

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THE WORLD’S BIGGEST SALVAGE JOB. 

The opening sentence of the report by Navy and 
civilian experts who inspected the fire-ravaged hulk 
of the former liner Normandie, half-buried in the 
mud at its New York pier, says: “The salvage of 
the U. 8S. S. La Fayette will undoubtedly exceed in 
both magnitude and complexity any salvage opera- 
tion hitherto undertaken.” The text of the long 
technical report, as published in the New York 
Times, makes even a landsman realize what a 
stupendous job the Navy will face in keeping Sec- 
retary Knox’s promise to float the great liner. 

A few high points of the report will indicate the 
size of the task: Most of the ship is resting in 
mud, part on the edge of a rock shelf and part 
against a pier. The stern is slowly settling into the 
mud, and the bow is rising correapondingly. To 
right the vessel by pumping, it must be made water- 
tight, and this calls for closing 1000 or more open- 
ings now under water. The tons of debris and mud 
inside the ship include much broken glass, which 
will endanger divers’ air lines unless removed. A 
great part of the ship’s structure and fittings must 
be torn out. Staging, partitions, ladders and bulk- 
heads must be installed, under water at many points. 
Not enough divers are obtainable for these jobs, so 
the Navy will establish a special school for training 
them. It is estimated the salvage work will take 
more than a year. 

The necessity for performing these colossal labors 
arose from somebody's carelessness, just whose has 
never been determined. The Normandie’s half-sub- 
merged hulk is, indeed, a stupendous monument to 
carelessness. It ought to convey a warning to every 
workman, foreman and executive engaged on a war- 
production job.

Labor’s Case Against Admiral Land 


The Mirror

Head of Maritime Commission is increasing shipping troubles by 
his anti-labor policy, writer says, and gives examples; union's sug- 
gestions for greater safety and speed in moving war goods are dis- 
regarded; Land criticises crew discipline, while his aid praises it.

HE morale of the merchant marine is 
T being gradually vitiated by actions of 

key men in the Maritime Commission. 
Responsibility rests both upon Admiral 
Land and his anti-labor subordinates; be- 
tween them they have blocked every effort 
to get genuinely good labor relations, Ad- 
miral Land’s solution for everything seems 
to be to turn the merchant marine over to 
the Navy, which Great Britain tried in the 
last war and found disastrous. 

‘President Roosevelt cut into this mess 
last year, creating the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration. This agency was made re- 
sponsible for the operation, routing and 
general handling of the merchant marine. 
The subsidizing and letting of contracts, 
and labor affairs, however, were left to the 
Maritime Commission. 

A week after Pearl Harbor, as the result 
of constant requests by the National Mari- 
time Union, to which 65,000 of the 90,000 
merchant seamen belong, Land called a con- 
ference of the unions and shipowners, along 
with other elements in shipping affairs, to 
devise & program that would eliminate con- 


| fusion’ regarding war bonuses and insur- 


ance, From this emerged the Maritime 
War Emergency Board, with Capt: Edward 
Macauley (a bright name in the War Ship- 
ping Administration’s otherwise undistin- 
guished roster) as chairman. 

A statement of principles was adopted and 
signed by all operators, the unions and the 
commission, This was, in effect, the labor- 
management setup which now is the prac- 
tice in most industries, excluding the ma- 
rine. The agreement was then forwarded 
to Land, and there it remains quietly sleep- 
-ing. Repeated requests by the N. M. U. and 
some shipowners have failed to get action. 

J Oi Sp 

Immediately following this, a long series 
of complaints regarding the discipline of 
seamen was issued from Land's office. Who 
made these complaints was never stated. 
It was all quite mysterious. According to 
the reports, seamen were perpetually get- 
ting drunk and missing watches; they were 
deserting ships at foreign ports in droves, 

At the time®Land was bemoaning the 
lack of discipline of the crews, Capt. Ma- 
cauley wrote to Joseph Curran, president 
of the National Maritime Union, praising the 
union’s control over its members and com- 
plimenting them on their devotion to duty. 

Next, news stories began emanating from 
Washington that the Navy wold take over 
the merchant-marine personnel, The unions 
insisted that their members and the ship- 
owners could do a better job than the Navy. 
They pointed out that Navy training hat 
little relation to merchant shipping. 

Philip. Murray, representing the CIO 
unions, met with President Roosevelt to 
discuss the matter. According to Murray's 
report, the President stated that he was not 
aware of any plans’ for the Navy's taking 
over, that before this could. be done it 
would have to be approved by him, that the 
merchant-marine personnel was not going 


to be taken into the Navy so long as they 


continued their excellent service. But Land 
still clamors for Navy control. 

Land told the Truman Committee that 
workers in the shipyards and the mer- 
chant marine were lazy, incompetent and 
shirking their duty. The unions produced 
figures to back their contention that more

It is not only in the field of labor rela- 
tions that Land has proved himself the wrong 
man for the job. For months there have 
been persistent reports (many well docu- 
mented) of ships in grave danger or sunk 
through improper stowage of cargo. In 
March, officials of the N. M. U. made Land 
a present of more than 50 affidavits by 
crew members from sunk or distressed 
ships, particularizing charges which range 
through sabotage and recklessness in the 
operation of ships to carelessness in prepar- 
ing them for sea. Land has done nothing 
about the charges. 

On the West coast, where there is a ship- 
ping “czar,” there is no turmoil, no record 
of lost ships through faulty stowage of 
cargo, or charges of sabotage. There is 
no loss of important time in getting ves- 
sels in and out of port. 

Wien Dean Wayne Morse of the Uni- 
versity of Oregon was proposed for West 
coast shipping .co-ordinator, Land exerted 
all his power to prevent the appointment. 
He was ably assisted by major East coast 
shipowners and Joe Ryan, beefy, political- 
minded dictator of the International Long- 
shoremen’s Association, which controls the 
loading of ships on the East coast. 

The only way to maintain Ryan’s power 
is to prevent the naming of a co-ordinator, 
Ryan and Land seem to have a common 
viewpoint on this. The shipowners are con- 
tent to let Ryan have his union so long as 
it provides them with a malleable and 
plentiful supply of labor. 

* * * 


Ships in dry dock frequently have full 
crews aboard. It is the union’s position that 
such practices should be outlawed. The 
union’s suggestion is that only skeleton, 
stand-by crews, competent to guard the ship 
and provide for essential duties while wait- 
ing for cargo or repair, be allowed. Land 


‘has dismissed their proposition with the 


remark that it is “unpractical.” 

The Grace Line and the United States 
Lines followed the practice in peacetime. 
Curran says the union plan is not only 
practical put imperative. This procedure is 
working well for British shipping. As the 
vast fleet of merchantmen we are buildfhg 
goes afloat, a solution of this problem 
will become increasingly vital. 

If, as Land has stated, there were noth- 
ing deeper in the N. M. U.’s than 
the fight of the union to preserve its pow- 
er, the controversy would still be a serious 
matter to our war aims. There is no dis- 
pute over wages or hours. The principal 
points at issue are those relating to the 
safe operation of ships and the rapid move- 
ment of war supplies. Confidence in the 
commission's ability and willingness to fur- 
ther either of these ends is all but non-ex- 
istent amorig sailors. 

The charge is freely made on the water- 
front that Land is using the war urgency 
to arrange a strait jacket for seamen which 
will be strapped tight when peace returns 
and ships are again completely in the hands 
of private operators. i 

If this can be sustained, Land has for- 
feited any right to his position. A congres- 
sional inquiry into the affairs of the Mari- 
time Commission and the War Shipping Ad- 
ministration is decidedly in order.

FRED WELLINGTON RUCKSTULL, 
SCULPTOR, DIES IN NEW YORK 


Chief of Sculpture at St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904 Was 
89 Years Old.

NEW YORK, May 26. — Fred 
Wellington Ruckstull, nationally 
known sculptor who was chief of 
sculpture at the St. Louis World's 
Fair of 1904, died today. He was 
89 years old. : 

One of his works is the bronze 
“Mercury Amuses Himself” in the 
central driveway of Portland place, 
St. Louis. Others are a_ heroic 
bronze in the Library of Congress, 
Washington; granite heads of 
Franklin, Goethe and Macaulay on 
the facade of the same library; the 
Confederate monument at Little 
Rock, Ark.; the marble figure 
“Evening” in Metropolitan Muse- 
um, New York; an  equéstrian 
statute on the capitol grounds at 
Harrisburg, Pa., and several fig- 
ures in Statuary Hall of the Na- 
tional Capitol. 

He is survived by his wife and 
son, living here, and by a sister, 
Miss Nettie Ruckstuhl (her spell- 
ing of the family name), of 2107 
South Grand boulevard, St. Louis. 
Mr. Ruckstull lived in St. Louis 
in his early years, but was a native 
of Alsace.

HE Fuehrer has behaved like 

a genius and a hero. All that 
you have suffered, he has suf- 
fered more intensely, out of the 
love in his great heart. But he 
alone, also, is solely responsible for 
everything—for all the disasters as 
well as all the victories. 

“The Fuehrer saw to every little 
detail, He himself directed every 
single transport; he _ instructed 
every battalion what position to 
take.” And, “This can be said: 
Ordinary people would have 
thrown in their hands.” 

And, finally, the remarkable 
rhetorical question: “Do you be- 
lieve that Destiny plays such stu- 
pid tricks as to give a people such 
a Leader, and let it be saved from 
distress, only to hurl it indiffer- 
ently into the abyss?” 

There are moments in the speech 
when one recalls Antony’s oration 
over Caesar—and is not sure 
whether he has come to praise 
Caesar or to bury him.

HE speech arranges itself in 

sections. There is the repeti- 
tious emphasis on the Fuehrer’s 
peaceful intentions—the cramped 
attempt to dispose of war guilt. In 
this part of the speech there are 
hints of peace feelers now, for in 
describing what the Fuehrer re- 
garded as outside the range of bar- 
gaining are mentioned Austria, 
Sudetenland and Danzig. Is the 
inference that these still remain 
the only things that are out of the 
range of negotiation? But this 
speech was designed for internal 
consumption, so it is no offer; it 
is only suggestive of the idea that 
these are the only things the Ger- 
man people care about, 

Then there is a ‘description of 
the German winter campaign 
which, with all objectivity, I must 
say belongs to literature. It is a 
description of sheer frozen horror. 
No one on our side has ever de- 
scribed the horror ef this cam- 
paign as Goering describes it. 
Moreover, he confirms what this 
column has written, and others 
have written, of the despair among 
the German leadership.

HERE is no question—as one 

reads this speech—that Ger- 
man generals advised giving up, 
saying the campaign was lost. In 
fact, it was only Hitler who insist- 
ed the campaign was not lost and 
who held on at unimaginable cost. 
And he hails as victory the fact 
that the German armies are still 
standing where they *were—and 
here he digresses to attack enemy 
propaganda, repudiating the enemy 
claim that the “elite” of the Ger- 
man forces has been destroyed.

And this state- 
ment follows a description of the 
Russian campaign which is a com- 
plete confirmation of the Allied 
description of that campaign at a 
time when the Goebbels office was 
denying the facts completely.

HERE is also a long apology 
for the new powers granted 
Hitler. 

He is referring to the speech of 
Hitler on April 26 which was dis- 
cussed in this column. It is clearly 
obvious that the new powers are 
unpopular. He attempts to molli- 
fy his hearers; he complains of 
the necessity of taking measures 
against “always the same people 
who exclude themselves from the 
community and say all is wrong.” 
And he tries to prepare for a more 
rigorous use of these powers.

OW the moral of this, for us, 

is that our propaganda is get- 
ting through to the German peo- 
ple; that it is a real weapon; that 
it is reaching a demoralized peo- 
ple; and that we should organize 
it brilliantly and pursue it ruth- 
lessly.

Dysart of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, $9270 more was obtained. 
The board, in a statement issued 
last evening, said that if no more 
money is raised, the orchestra will 
have to be reduced from 85 to 65 
men, and the season cut from 23 
to 19 weeks. The smaller orches- 
tra, it said, could not render ade- 
quately .“the works the audiences 
are most eager to hear—Tschai- 
kowsky, Wagner, Brahms, Bee- 
thoven, except for two or three of 
the less popular symphonies, and 
Richard Strauss.”

REAM of pea soup with fresh 

peas is so delicious that every 

family should have a chance to 
enjoy it during the pea season. One 
way to make more pea puree and 
to increase the pea flavor is to 
pick out the fresh looking, tender 
pods, wash them well, and cook 
them right along with the peas. 
When the peas are pureed, the 
meaty part of the pods will go 
through the sieve and the fibrous 
part will stay behind, with the 
skins of the peas. The recipe be- 
low calls for six or eight tender 
pods, but you can use as many as 
you like, provided they are fresh 
and tender. Because of the delicate 
flavor of fresh peas, it is advisable 
to use butter rather than drippings 
or some other fat in making the 


soup. 
Cream of Pea Soup. 


One pound fresh peas, three 
cups boiling water, two teaspoons 
salt, three tablespoons butter, three 
tablespoons flour, one teaspoon 
sugar, one tall tin evaporated milk. 

Shell the peas, select and wash 
six or eight of the freshest, ten- 
derest pods and drop peas and 
pods into the boiling water in a 
saucepan, Add one teaspoon of the 
salt and boil briskly, uncovered, for 
30 minutes. Then drain, saving the 
cooking water. Melt the butter, 
blend in the flour, sugar and ree 
maining salt, and stir in the cook- 
ing water and evaporated milk; 
cook over direct heat, stirring con- 
stantly, until sauce boils

THERE IS A CURIOUS change 
of distribution of nervous symp- 
toms between this war and the last 
war as noted in England. In the 
last war soldiers suffered from 
shell shock which was simply a 
form of hysteria induced by their 
experiences in being under shell 
fire. These soldiers found that 
when they were reduced to a state 
of aiselessness, they were sent 
back to England and put in a nice, 
safe hospital. But in this war, be- 
hind the lines in the civilian popu- 
lation it is as dangerous or even 
more dangerous than on the front 
lines, so the soldier learns to con- 
trol his shell shock. 

However, as time and circum- 
atances permit, the tried and test- 
ed methods of psychological treat- 
ment are those which can be used 
in the case of war nerves—tfirst, 
suggestion; second, persuasion or 
moralization; third, rest and iso- 
lation; fourth, personality analy- 
sis, and fifth, re-education and 
guidance,
